The; ahonid not be allowed 60 wear 
the hoi; tbroAd,beonuse in that oa«e» Br&bmaoas bj miatalco may ranlce 
obeiqatkee to tbera, aud eo 7a1l&la ordered that their holy thread aliould 
be enntohod away, Moet of the baniae ded from ValUla’a dominiona, 
nnd tlioao who ramnioed had to auhait to bie terme^ t,«., had to giro up 
the holy thread. Bnt tbe riobi inflaeiktiaJ. a&d haughty bania oaonot be 
oxpeo^ed to tamely brook aU tUli zoloh ou them. They retaliated in a 
manner worthy of baniaa. The e1are>tradera wero BrAhnapae and the 
haaia used to grant thein aoooramodatioa. They noir stopped elaro 
trade in Tallftin’e kiagilom. People in great dieti^ei implored llie 
king (0 do soatethiug to aUeriate their lufferingi, and he proolaimed that 
tbo ICairarttae ehould hetioefortli be I'ogarded ae oleaa and that 

their eaiwieee ihoald be accepted. Thoueaadi and thoneande of Eai* 
varttAi aooepted domeatio nrvloe, and Ibeir leader. Mahefo, who wee a 
" blivhaltrvra" (a noblemaa) already, wm made a bfahSmledallka, a pro* 
Tincia) goremor^ a&d eent to DakeipagbRta with all hli warlike foUowere. 
So Vall&la degraded the baidae and raieed the ZaWartae. The garland- 
makers, the p«>ttere, and the blaokemithe theu implored the king to reieo 
tbeir poaition in the oaate hioraixby aud the RSji proolaimed that they 
ehonid be regarded ae oleeu (^ildine. Be made Dhlra, hie ierra&t> a 
Mahattara (a nobleman) and b(e barber a Tliikera. 

Thii ie a abort eunioiery of the three soet inporUnt aad tikree 
moet antheDtiu ohaptera of tlie Oarita oonneoted with the same of 
pare pa Datta. Kow I will try to ititerpret them. The chargee agaioet 
the SoDbr btafaa were <1) That they left VallAla'e feeat beotaee 
tliey thought they were alighted and treated ne pQdraa; ( 2 ) they 
ridiculed the Br&hma^, oalled them naraee, and openly oherged them 
with being the deaoeadaaie of feonla elavea; ( 8 ) their leader, to whoa 
they wore greatly atbvohed, aided with the PAIae, the Boddhut kiage 
of Hagadba, with whom Tallftla was of tea at war; and (4) that 
thie leader gare hie daoghter ia marriiige to the Baddhiat Pila kiog of 
bfegadha aad therefore be had great infiue&ce in hie own caete. 

These ohaTgea harebeea formulated in ^raaa’e oliapteie. But in 
another obapter, namely in chapter U, for which Ad an da Bbnttl bimielf 
ie reepouaible, tliere are two moro chargee very dietinot. One ie that 
Sallablia, the headman of the banixj, ref need to advance Tallftla money 
to proHcato a war against Magadha, though on a former ocoaeion he ad* 
vanoed a orore of l opeea. Th e other ia that the baaiae aligb ted the Brab • 
and slighted Yallalatao. Thoir eoadact was haughty and orer 
ijoadog. 
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T1i 9S9 6re ths obftrgee on irljich Tallilft degraded » wliola ataU nnd

Hid the Sets end Beniee who 6pire prominentlj in the Bnddbiei re* 
oorde. The/ took to Baddliiem in niiiabere. And in Bengel, where Hid* 
dniem, or, to in/ more etiictl; Ditdssteuiem hed to be re^introdReed onder 
^he Br&hmbnu and tlieir feitlifnl edbeienta, the ESjeetbee, the Bod* 
dhisto, foi'Bied the upper le/ oommuikit/, end the/ nlw&je looked with e 
jealous e/e on the proponderonce of n rirnl fnitii, of the priesthood of 
that faith, and of its In/ followers. 

Valllln, $A represented b/Annndn Bhaipt, earl/ e/mpntlii«ed with 
the Bnddliiete, I tnnan TftuUika Bnddhieta of a later date. Followliiff 
the obsoene ritae of (haae degraded Buddideta, he used the girl of an 
actiees,a na^F, and a ca^4^l{ of twelve years of age. But a monk froca 
7adarik| prama oosserted him into 9*i*i*Bi heoame an oat* 

aud'ont Brahmiuist and, I belleTe, a pei’seoutor of hie former faith, as 
eJl apoetataa are. When 7alllla was as/mpatkieer of Baddhiena, Balia* 
bhaadranoed him mosey for his warfei'e. But witl) the obasge of bis 
religion the attitnde of Ballalha, his fluanoier, okanged. fie joined the 
Pftlna of Magadka, gave hii daughter in mnriiageto a PdU king, and 
incQiTod the displeaeure of Vail Lin. The laoriflce turned the public 
e/mpaiU/ in favour of the KL}& and ke wae not slow in talcing tdvaniage 
of tko publio feeling. Alooo he oonld not degrade them, ke must 
hare Brftkaai^ne witli him, and on tlsis oeoaaion he found tlie 
BrLkmaoae foil/prepared to cO'Opetate with him, became the baniae 
slighted tkeo, abused them, and wan tad to be their rivals, 

That at VAllgla'e time the oute s/etem in Qe&gal required rs*orgn* 
nisstion ie plain from hisCoi/. Z have elsowhere sboim that isEtoantli 
Bang’s time Bnddbism wm the dominut religion in Bengal, though tho 
herelios wore sot unkoowa. Our own tradition shows the Adiptire 
abont Hionsch Sang’s time saw that the few Brahmias, la Bengal knew 
nothing of Hinduism. The/ were perhaps traders as the/ were in 
Boddhiet countrise. Be broagkt Brahmauas and Eft/esUias to BengsJ. 
Ths/inoressedand anltipliedfor oeuturies and included old Biabminists 
and some convei te, for in a mixed oommunil/ such ooaversioas are ire* 
qnent and the HInda societ/ looked tolerabl/ big. Tbe Brihaapae and 
Hiyaethaa formed the baokbooe of the society, as the monks aud their 
follows IS formed the backbone of the Buddhist oommunit/. Sot 
there ws« a vest population on whom faith sat rather loose. Tbe 
Br&bma^as oonid not go bo/ond the padres. The aborigines weio out* 
aide tbeir operatlou, bat the Bnddbist had no sock eomplos. The/ 
took in tbeir fold all who oame, so a re*orgaai 2 atioQ was nooesstr/ in 
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Tall&lft'e tiin«. He degraded the Baoias and raiaed the Eairartltaa. The 
cutea be tote Q&dme were called Autjajaa. If the^ offered a glasa oC 
wabertoagood Brehnirv^ lieis bound to reject it. Thej were 8emi>3ud* 
dhlete, The Buddhiet laonkei ho tt ever, claimed tbern m theirti ae they do 
everywliere. The Bribmaipu claimed m theire. Bat tlieae Eai> 
varttaa were very influential. I read a paper eome time ago, in which I 
tried to iliow that about flfty years before yal(a]a> about the year lOflO 
AD. they droTO away the Pil* kin ga from North Bengal and aeb np 
Bhima Diroka aa their king. They killed a Pftla king, and impriaoned 
another. But at last Remap&la defeated tliem, aud broke their power. 
Tliey were amarting n&der thia diaoomfitore whea YaUlla from 
Waatern Bengal ineaded Kortli Bengal and oenqoered it from the P&laa. 
Biiat Bengal too fell into hia lianda with ita oapital Ramap&la. Fs'cm 
the tei*me (a which ValHIa epeaike of these Saivarttas he aeema to have 
darieed ranch beiieflh from ilieui. Ee was aoxioiis that they ihould 
get eome reeogoicad position iu Hindu aooiety. Tliey helped him in 
flodtng oat Ids ion Lakar^ana, when that Piinoe fled away before the 
anger of a stepmother, and he told them “ GAoohadliTam VyaTahhryya* 
tBm" that ie he a clean caete among the Hindaa and at the same time he 
olianged their oooupatlon. They ware fliheimen aud boaUwaios, but he 
made them agmultorista idio. Their auxlety to terra the Brabmaijas 
and otbera haa aUaady been adverted to. 

By ioduoing them to accept doraeetic lerrioe, and by inducing their 
leaders to accept high 8tat« appoiatmenta la a quarter away from the 
centra of their laflaeooe, Vallilafieed Nortli Bengal from the torbolenoo 
of these reitlase people. Dali^eiaaghltl of Vallgla ii the same asUapdala* 
ghftta of the present day, where EaivartUs formtba bulk of the popula* 
tico and tho majority of tho upper claaies. The name eeeras to hare 
ohangod from BakfiQaghltft to Ma^d^agblta, because the Eaivartta 
chief, hfaha^ was created a hfahimAi^dalika, tho great 

The other oaetee made clean by YaUlla, aa mentioned by ^aqa 
ware hflllkftra, Eumbbakfira and Earmlra. These ai^o never regarded as 
AntyajM, so thoir incorporation means a re*cOBversioainto Brahmaniem. 
YaUlla gave high offices of State even to low.caste men. He made a 
EaivartU a hfah&mtpdalika. A Ifapita a hfakattars, or noble msn. 

So far the information >s received from Yallilacs cootemporary. 
(larape. At the end of the book, however, Ananda fihniia on his owa 
aothority gives a few veises of what is termed the Appendix to (be 
Yallilaoarita.

800, 
making a total of Be, 1,800. 

Intemtlonal Catalogue of Solentlfio Literature. 

Ihiring the year 1901, the work oC the Catalogne, the preparetion 
of Index*alips or cards, as rei^nired by the International Catalogne Com* 
mitbee, was began. These were submitted for correction to the mombets 
in dierge of the various sections, end four batches of csa'd*Bbpe, 479 in 
zmmber, were despatched to the Diz^t9r of the lntematiocal Oetalogoe.

On Che raootiimendation of the Bepaire 8ub*Oommitt«e, the Oonnoil 
requested Heure. Danoan Brothers and Oo., Agents of the Lancuhire 
Inenrance Company, to iesne a eorar for Re. 2,50,000, being the total amount 
of insaranoe over the Sooiety*e boildmg and its contents at a premiom of 
2 annas per cent, per aonum. Maters. Bnnoan Brothers and Co. issued 
the Policy, but the Oaloutta Fire laeuranoe Agents AssociatiOD rated 
the Sooiety'e premisee at 4 annas per cent per annum inetcad of 
2 annas por cent hf easre. Dnaoan Brothers and Co, agreed to ooBiinne 
the Polioj issusd at 2 annas per oent. till expiiy date, but on raaewa) 
''of the Policy to obarge 4 asnai per oent. per annum, As the increased 

iAsurance premium is due to the Pbotographio Lshcratory, Che 
Oounoil hare asked the Photographic Society of India to pay an addi¬ 
tional rent of Be. 25 per month from May 1902. 

Barclay Memorial Medal. 

In 1895, the Burgeon-Ceneral of the ludiac Medioa] Service offered the 
Barclay Memorial Medal to the Asiatic Society of Bengal togither with 
the Re. 500 odd .belonging to the fund. The Council of the Society 
accepted the offer sod rales wore framed to regulate the award whioh 
were published in the 8ooiety*i Frooeedings for Angnst 1897. 
During 1901, the Oonnoil of the Society awarded the first Barclay 
Memorial Medal to Mr. B. Bmest Qnen, Government Batomologiat, 
Ceylon, in recognition oi his eoniributiuns to Eooooinio Entomology dur¬ 
ing the past year. 

Man Mfiller Memorial E^ond. 

At the iDStance of the Execntire Ocmsiittee of the Max MGUar 
Memorial Fund, a 8ub*Comaiittee was appointed by Council. The Sub¬ 
committee appealed for subecripUons to all the members of tbs Sodety 
in India and Banna and to other supporters interested in India and 
Indian studies. Rupase 185 has been reoeiTsd and the list is still open 
foi* aubecription. Dr. Bloch, Secretary to the Indian Snb-Goduziittee 
of the Max Muller Memorial Fund, is prepaid to receive further aub- 
scriptions.

the Committee. 

Prcppoaed Bale of tha Boaiat7*0 Pramiaei. 

On receipt of an enquhy from the Honorary 8earatsry of the 
United SoTTioe Clnh, whether the Somety would entertain any propoaal 
on the part of the Olnb to porohaie the Society's premises and on what 
terms, the Oonnoil referred the matter to a Sub* Committee, oonsistang 
of Uajor A. Alnook, Mr, 8. 0. Hill, Ur. W. 1C. Bode, Hr. J. Bathgate, 
and Hr. J. B. Kinuno. The Sab'Oomnuttee, after obtaining legal aesor* 
anoe of the Society's right to asU its premises, drew np a report with the 
i^Q^euaendation that the proposals sst forth therein be snbmitted to 
the Members of the Scoiety. The Ooundl approved of the report and 
ordered it to be printed and droulated in acoordanoe with Enie fi^A. 
The question waa brought np at theUoathly Ueneral Meeting in January, 
and the Meeting decided that the matter be referred back to the Sub- 
Oomtoittee with the request to frame an eetimato of the probable cost 
of acquiring a new site and erecting a new building with and without 
aooomiDodation for a Seoretary in a anitabls neighbourhood, and also to 
take such itepe as might seem aafficieni to asoertain defluitely what enm 
ia likely to be reoeired by the sale of the present house and site,

lu the PlitJolngioik] Bsetioa of the Sooiety's Journal four numbsre 
hare been pubUebsd, covering sdiogeiher 868 pagee of letter-press. Ose of 
these numbers belongs to Vol. T<YTY of 1900, two to Tol. of 1901, 
and one is an ex&a number for 1901 giving a ekeicb of the Ladfikhi 
Crammar. Materials for another number uw ready, and it has been pro* 
posed to issue another extra number mntainiTig appendix to Be. Hoerole'e 
Beport on Central Asism Anlaqnitiai. 

The last Ananal Report con tains a synopsis of No. 8 of 1900 from 
tbo pen of Hr. Bloch. In the rest of the numben there is very little of 
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}ii0tor7 or ftnliqnitiea. Tbo^ more lin^utio eod unmiimatao iban m 
prerioQB 7Mn, bat tlie; foUj sut«m repnlatioB <4 the Journal of 
bhe Aeifttio 8ooiotT of BangiJ. Two Uaguistio iMkp«rB hj the Rerd. Ur. 
T. Oi’ftbune Beiley, BJ)., H.A., Wuirftbftd, un rtry importanb from 
mAsj poiott of riew. Thuo txo crimioal tribu in th« Piojtb who bavo 
pocaliar dialoote of tbeir own unknown to the peaeefol iabiJntonta. 
Thu faQilitii.teo the commiaiioa of cHao frnd helpe the aimineis to 
ONCope detoctioD, Eflorte were often made to e&tor into the mystery of 
tbeir duleet* hut in rein. Revd. Mr. Beiley Lm, huwerer, eocoMded, et 
Isei, in gaining dnes to the decipherment of two of these dialeote. The 
Sieie are thievee and the 9^^^ cattle^poiaonere. Ordinarily they 
apeak the Panjabi dialect, bat they uae their peonliar dialeot only at the 
time of the oommiaaion of orunee. The 9AlQha change Panjabi worde by 
the introduction of the syllable ma in tbe middle of the word, jeat 
as eleul'clniizii], but the 8&ai change them in a variety of waja, all of 
which are ec^nally well known to the initiated. 

But tbe moet important Unguistio paper of the year ia a aketob of 
the Ladikhi Qrammar compiled by A. H. Francke. It ia a oompleto 
gmmmar of tbe Ladikbi dialeot of the Tibetan language, and a know¬ 
ledge of the grammar of tbe olaaaioal Tibatoo ia eaaantial ia under¬ 
standing the dialeetio rariety of Ladikh. Tbe rerbal system of lAdtkh 
sbowe an advanoe .on the cilaieical eystem. The olaeaioal verb is more a 
verbal noun, for the verbal strength of t sentenoe lisa lees in the verb 
itself than in the eubjact of the aentenca, whether that ba need in the 
nomiaative or inairuraental. The nfctsranoa of the verb in the I«dikbi 
dialoot roets on this: It can no longer be constructed alternately with 
^ nomisatire and the iasCrumental, but that each separate verb takea 
one or the other case alona The Ladikbi verb shows three dialinot 
steins: (1) Tbs present stem; (8) tbs perfect stem j and (S) the impera* 
tive stem. The fntiirc is often formed by adding in to the varbs, e.p., 
oha-ic, shall go. 

Hr. Francke bae rendered another important aerviae by pobliahing 
tliree original dooumente is the Ladftkbi dialect giving the history of 
the oonntry from the earliest time np to the settlement of tbs country 
nodep the R&jSs of Eftf mir. They ware compilad and translated by 
the late lamented Earl Marx, a Moravian missiocary at Lsh, is Ladfikh. 
Mr. Fi'aocke, by pnhliehing the Grammar and the three Histories with 
traulationi, has brought the Lad&kbi dialect within the reach of 
aoholara in Europe. 

Two papez* on, numismatics by W. Theobald, H.KS.L., one on 
Efirf ftpanft Coinage and the other on the Copper Ooins of Ancient India, 
traverse the entire aumismatio work done on theae two classee of 
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cwM. Th® writer ex®nune 0 ®11 the ^erioee foand <m thee© 
ud attempts to giTe them their proper ettribntion. Brron bad eccn- 
iDulated os regarde the identidoatioft of theee wicrae dericee for mor® 
than eighty years. The errare were to^ by dietiagnJihed men engaged 
in the pioneer work of finding, olaeeifying, figuring and so Ob. A Tieb 
number of ooins have now been ooUected in diierent rnaseums and 
private ooia<cabinete and it ia now time that a syetematio inivey ehonid 
be m fi^^ of the vaet accnmulation of matariali. Mr. Theobald took 
upon lumsoli this ardaoua work and the Indian numiematiite will 
remain ever indebted to him for the thorough manner in whioh he haa 
perfomad it. He baa injected many eymhole ai wrong ideotificaticni i 
he has improved upon many attribatione i he has given a better olaasifi* 
cation; and haa placed great importanoa os the geographical diitribntios 
of ooine; ae, for example, a eymW identified with the deer baa been proved 
to atand for a baihlo. A tree on a coin from Shaharanpore was regarded 
aa pipah hat in that part of tbeoooAtry pipal trees are a nrity, and eo it 
should be Himilayaa oadar^o fine, eo striking, and lo magnificent a tree. 
From the indioee appended to hla papere it will be seen how fertile the 
Indiana wera is their inventiooe about theaa devleee. They have pressed 
Trees, fiowein, fruite, animals, birds, shelbfish, in fact, ererythiTig nader 
the iky, into their eervioe, and it ie no wonder that eminent loen were 
mistAken aa to their idenlifioation. The future namiema^it will find 
thie work muoh easier. Tkaaki to Hr. Theobold. 

The Snaga or Mitra dynaety tncoeeded the Manryae in the Empire 
of Northern India about the year ISO B O. The Snnga eclne are vaiy 
rare. Colonel 0. E Sbepherd had found two poini of ibis dynasty. But 
they belong to two kings of the dynasty not laown before* nested Dhrflve 
Mitra and Rudra Gnpta. Thie ie a real gain to our biowledge of the 
Sunga dynasty the kiaga of whioh played an important part in North India 
at a time when the fh^ke were eatebliebiBg themaelvee in the Panjab. 

1st a previous paper Ur. Boey identified Siwan, a station in the 
Saran distriot, with the fanooa Euplnlri, the plaoe of Buddha’s death, 
la a rnpplement to that note of hia publiahed during the year nader 
review, the writer contends that Che Titfiria Stfipe between the Daha 
and Sondi Riven is no other than the Stapa mentioned by Hwen Theang 
aa built for the pnrpose of commamoretiag Che bird wblob plunged into 
the water and flying up ebook ite wiuga to extinguish a forest fire. 
Thie bird.etQpa stood near the vihlra, in which was the figure repre* 
seating the Nirvana with the adjacent itapa and a pillar bearing a 
note to the faci So be thinks that the great Nirvana Stfipa should 
be somewhera near the Titiria Stfipa. Be thinks be haa also found the 
aCfipa commemrating the pions deeds of Drona mentioned in Buddhist 
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buokt, w?iomtdrpOM^ io pi^iveni the resort to arms aod divided the relics 
of Bnddhe to the eeraa clruzoanto. 

Bebu NsndeliU Dej visited the Kslnhe hill in the Hesuibe^b district 
en the Slst April 1800. With the sole exception of the iznege of Enleov&ri 
he fonjid the imsges et the place to be all Buddhistic, and so he snapeote 
that the place is tbs MahoJaparbata of the Burmese Bnddhiet annaJe. 
The place bM sobsognentij been visited by Dr. Stein and he eon^rms 
the stafetnenta of the Babn. 

Xn the dietriot of Jessore there is a place named ^aila Icfipft, 
where there is an old moeque which hfanlvi Abdol Wall, the Sob^Keps* 
tar of the place, baa identified with a maejid erected by the great Hosal* 
coaD Saltan of Beogal, Alanddin Hnaain Shah, at the request of Hasrut 
Manlaua Uuhained 'Arab, a holy man who flourished at his time. The 
worV was ooaurte&ood by Hufain Shah's ton, Kaiir Shah,~who subss> 
qnently beoams Sing of Bengal. 

Mr, B. D. Maclagam, O.S., of Multan, hu lucoeedod in identifying 
many of the places mentioned in the account of Multan &M*kar in the 
third book of the Ain*i-AU>ail He has also suooesdod in proviug that 
the riTsrs Indus and Chenab did not tbeu flow in their present channels. 

hUhftDlhopidhy&ya Haiwprasfid Shfiitri read three papers on tbo 
biikcvy of the re*orgacusation of the Caste System in Bongal under the 
greatest of its Hindu Mugs, namely, Vallila Sena* His authorities aro 
two coplee of VaU4la*oahtat copied in 1707 and 1701. He has proved that 
the worie oontaias a gsmiioe history of the admlaistrutioa of Vallila Sena 
sjidhehae discovered that the Ao&ryyas of Bengal, the astrologers, 
diviners, andpsoifisra of planetary deities, though thsy pass at inasent as 
BrahmiJias, are none oUa than the Magi, or tha daaeeodanta of the Mediia 
and Persian priesthood. 

From ValUla-oaritsk Mahfimfihopfidhyiya Haraprasld Shistri has 
ehown that the present low position of ths wealthy and iudusutial oasts 
of Sonar bsoias in Baugal is owing to the fact that they were Buddhists, 
they ridiculed the BrahmAQis, thsy joined the Buddhist Pile longs 
agsiost Yalllla and they were oonneoted with the Fdles by luarriege 
also. Mah&mfihop&dhy&ya Harapmsfid ShSsfcri has shown from tha 
aams authentio eouxce ^at tha Eaivarthus, so iuBusutial in the 
district of Bajihahi, were once the lords of Hoith Bengal, that they 
headed a sncoeesfnl robellion against the P6las, that when wonted they 
joined YsUlla, who raised their status is the Hindu eooiety and gave 
them the governorship of South Bengal, where in the sub^viaioos of 
‘Olnbaria, Tambk, and Koatai thsy are still very inflnentiaL

Oalcstta. He cocaiudes that a good watei'*supply ie on important pro* 
phylactio ineaeure in tbe leseening of tba prevalence of malaria, and that 
tbe question whether tbe Anaphtkt moaqnitoee play a part by tabjng the 
malarial paraeitoe back to the tanks from tbeir human hoete or not must 
be left to be dstennioed by fntare experimente. 

Dr. P. C. Boy baa a paper dealing with two points ia Cbeaiietry,’en> 
titled, reepeotively, Further Beeearobee on hferonrou Nitrite and its Deri* 
Tativee, and On Keronroof Iodide and a new hfetbod of its Preparatbs. 

. There are three botaoioal papers i A description of a new Uima* 
layan genua of OrobaeohooMS, by Kr. J, 8 . Gamble and Major Prain, 
tbe eighteenth instalment of the latter gentlemen'e ycmeim 
dealing 'with the Aiintio epeoies of J)ath«rfia ; and the twelfth 
of 6 ir George Sing'a Materiole for a Flora of the Malayan Peninaola. 
For the pnrpoee of etndyiag the Aeiatio Delbsrgier Major Prfunbaa 
oonialted speeimens from so less than fifteon herbaria, besidoe that of 
Calontto, in the hope of pablishiag a monograph of the genni 1 bot due 
proving impraotioable nnder preseat oironmstoncea, the seventy^fonr 
known Aeiatio epeoiee have been enrolled in a hand*list with bibliography 
and record of dietribution. In the oaie of the Use familiar epeoiee tbe field 
nnmbera of tbe epeoimene sre quoted in order that the lift may be of nse 
to worksn b herbaria which Major Praia haa been unable to vijib, 
abonld these contab duplicates bearing tbeee numbore. 

In Bit George Eing’s paper wiU be found deeoriptions of all tbe 
epeoiee of the Myrtle order to be found m a truly bdigenoue condition 
b the Malay Penbenla, Straits Settlements, and Andaman and Nicobar 
lelinde. Althongh thie order of plants ie best reproeented in Sonth 
Amarioa; Anetralia, ths above mentioned portion of the Oriental 
region yields no less than a hundred and twenty* two specie*, belonging 
to eleven genera. The oonuaon Myrtle ie the only Eniopean form. 
The most important genus here deelt with ie S%gtnux, of which no loss 
than ninety^ix epeoies axe deecribsd, more than half of these bebg new 
to eeieace. New epeoiee of the genera Burnngtonia, Tr£$tan£/i, Pmtdo- 
Eugtnia, and Pianekonia are also dealt with b this valuabU oontribution 
to Oriental botany. 
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Tlie coBtribtttioM of soologiflal wriiai* do net bulk very hrg^p m 
onr pabliatjone for th« pa^t yeftr, owing: largely to the fact that our 
loading contnbutor, Major A. Alcock, P.R.8,, hta bean oconpied 

on ether pabUeatione, wbioh ondcr the oironmataneea may well claim 
noiiea here. One is the fir«t inetalzaent of a Catalogue of the Decapod 
Cruetacaa in the ooUection of the Indian MuMum, publijhed by the 
Trseteca, This part eontaiae the Introduoiicn^ and an aooonnt e£ the 
coi^ group Dromidea or Dromiaoea, crabe which are remarkable for 
their narrow form, long antennaa, and the poaitiea of the laet pair of 
legi on the back; these enrionjly.placed log:* boing often need to carry 
a sponge or eholl need as a proteodon. These orabs, as a matter of faet, 
find their neareit allies in the lobst«<t. 

Poll deaoriptioos of the Indian genera and spocies are given, to- 
ge#h« with liete of the specimena in the Muxeius coUeotion, and tho 
locality and depth at which those wore eblamed, generally by the 
Manne Suivey idiip ZnvMigAtor. • 

The lotrodoctien will be of espeoial valne to stmlonts of tbs 
Cnulecea ereiywhere, Inasmooh as it contains e full account of the 
•truotnre of the gi'oup Deoapoda (comprising the craba lobsters, and 
ahrimpi), illnitrated by reference to the Andaman Lobster (hT^hfop# 
saAmMtoag). This species has been chosen instead of the uinal type, 
the Bnropsan crayfish {Attactu since it belongs to onr local 

fanna in the East. Subeequeatly the Sradt^a or crabs are compared 
with this general type. A paniculavly intoreiting section is that whieU 
deals with the general bionomy, or habits of life, of crabs as a whole. 
They m, says the antUor, “the most highly orgaoisud and most intelll- 
gent of the crustacean class. The Oyebmetopee and Catometopes ai«e 
particolaidy alert and aotiTe, and among several of the gregarions species 
of amphibious Catometopes life appean to be almost as compls* as it is 
■Mong many insects/' . 

The second and larger work is a complete Desoriptive Catalogue of 
the Indian Deep-sea OrasU«a in the Indian Muaamn, being a revised 
account of the deep-eea species coUeoted by the Instigator and also 
published by the Trustees, This is by so means a reprint of earlier 
publi^ed reports, tor in additioh to tablee and descriptions of species, it 
contains tablea and definitions of all the groops under which these are 
arranged, from sabgensra np to eubordera; end it also embodias a large 
amoont of material which the author has prepared to serve as the baeie 
for the more comprehensive work on the Indian CnxsUcea above cem- 
meoMdon. Accounts of many of the speoiee dealt with herein have 
been pnblished in onr Jovrwil by Major Alcook and Captain A. E. fi. 
Anderson, IM.8., and by the Ute Profewox* Wood-Mason. This Urge 
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memoir^ lik« tUe woik lut m«Tition«d, is fiillj illofftrfttod, the iUnatrft- 
tiooA in bhe preerat book bettkg paetUiArl^ 600 . It is gn.tifjieg to oota 
thfrt thdir excel!eQCd hM bAon mnch commaated on m Sngland, more 
wpeciallj as the drawuige vt tba work of a oatlTO artut trained to the 
work by Major Aloock himself. 

To the general stii<lcat of anlmCbl life and the inteUectnal pnbHo as a 
whole the third of Major AlcoaVs pi^oductions dorieg the past jeer will 
be tbe moat interesting. This is Zoological Oleaniags from the Boyal 
Indian Marine Snrvej 8 hip originally published 

Scientifio Memoirs by Medical OAlcert of the Aitoj in India. Herein 
aie collected a Duaher of meet Talnable and interes^ng obierTations 
hitherto acattered among reporta and papara where they are not alwaya 
aaaily accessible and aiw liable to be orerloolced. Thaie obserTatlou deal 
with eoob fascinating anbjeoti as ooDunensalism (tbe eeaooiation of two 
very diflerent aniroal forma for their mntaal bene 6 t), eexnal obaractsrs, 
pairing and parental oars, proteotive and warning dsvicea and ooloor- 
atioD. courtship, and babite of breeding and feediog. And these relate 
not only to crustaceans and flebM, bnt to other marine animals, such as 
sohinoderms, while theiw aie also some axcsUant obsermtioas on birds 
and reptiles. Taken altogether, Ihie paper U a inmai'kable conMbation 
tc the netni'al histoiy of many groupe of animals, and shows the author 
equally sA home in field obsarraUcn aa in syeteaatus work, which is moiw 
thsA can be eeid, unfortunately, for nsmy soologlsta in these days of 
wild specnlatioB and quibhliaga about noms&clature. 

In his department of bnttsrftles, onr late and desply*to*be*regretted 
raerabsr, Mr. L. de Nicdrille, was also always oonspionous ss a worker 
equally competent in field or cebiaet study, and in bis last year's paper 
a “ Note on the Bnttorfiies comprised in the subgaaos IVonpo of the genus 
SttplosA,'* he shows his nsual psi'spicacity in attempting to reduce to order 
tbe limbo of synonyms in which workers have plunged these unfcrtonato 
ioseots, with which he wae so well acquainted in lifa 

Mammals smd birds are tbe chief forms of animal life dealt with 
in two interesting papers by Captain A. H. McMahon, O I.E., wbioh 
embody notes on the fauna of the little*knowh regions of Dir, Swat, and 
Chitral. Of spBOial iatsTsst are the actbor'a obiei*vation of the ocoorrence 
of monkeys in ibis region and his account of the Chitrali method of 
oatching goshawks, 

Lastly, some soologioal oontiibutions to the Proceedings of the 
Society naturally come in for mention here. There hare been some 
intcreeUog exhibits, Major'Aloook having shown seme fine examples of 
the Museum modeller's work iu snakes and desp*sea fish, and Mr. Finn 
a livuig guinea*fowl provided with a neok*tasael of feathers, a carious 
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ftboorDuditj in i*o UtUa nu'Ublo » bUtl j wUUe in tlia Proceedioga was 
)>ublish»d a naet ludfol paper by Miss Bvans, dealiDg with tha faediog 
habita and repraductinn af the commofi gray mosqaito of CUcottSk In 
this commooication it is shown that thsioseot ovty live in its adalt 
staga for as long as five wosks, aad that it ozhibits a isarkod prafere&eo 
for the blood of the hoaseaparrow as food, as wallas for oar own. 
Altogstber the soiantifio section of the Sooisty's work may bo said 
domg the last year to have fully maiotamed its interest. 


Journal, Part III. 

This part of the Journal for 1900 contained a long paper by Lt'CoI. 
WoddsU on the Trihoe of the Brahmaputin Valley, and oould not bo 
iasoed daring that yoar becaase of the dilfloalty and dolay attending tl^u 
rsTisioD of tho proofs by tlie author, who was then in China. Tho 
article was at lo^tL passed through tho pinss and the Journal for 1900 
was pablialied dming tno oai'ly pai*t of 1901. Tlio tiibos in tliat Valloy 
reproeont rodioal elomeats from all tho three grwat othnologioal tab* 
regions, lado*Chlneie, Indo>Halayaa and lodian; a&d the author 
deeoribas their peooliar ubaraoteristice, dealing with oaoh tribe in detail, 
and gives a large quantity of antbropometrio data which he oolleoted 
himself. • 

Papers, whioh had been read before the Society doriag 1900, woro 
then brought into the Journal for 1901 s^d were iseood at the beginning 
of the year. Thoy daeoHbe soiaa caetee and legends in Bonu*, atone im* 
plements in the Santal Paiganae (where they are known ai lightning* 
etonea), and some riddlei from Bohar, The second Kun^bor contains an 
ariiols, in whioh Mr. Holland doaoribos the Ooorgs and Tern%'ae in the 
Madras Presidency and gives valuable mfutnation and meMUfemente 
oolleoted by himself ^ and another paper sotting oat an Aooeanlation 
Broil and Ehyme is Bengal Mr. Holland's conclusioa ia that the 
Coorgs, when judged according to ethuoiogical ohaieoteriatioi, t ake a 
vary high position among the races of South India.

Twenty>four l^heoiculi have been published during the jeai* at a 
ooel of Rs. 10,099*11*2. Of this som the priatieg charges a&ouz»tod 
to Ba. 5,92S*14 and the editing chargee Bs. 4,179* 18*2. The average 
cost of pahlishing each faeoienloe being Re. 490. Of these 24 fuoioulh 
22 faeciouli belong to the Sanskrit, two to the Arabio^Pereian seriee 
and none to Tibetan. Ko work hie come to a oloae dortng the jtar. 
Theee 24 faeeiouli belong to 14 dificrent works. The following is a 
deeoi’ipcioa of the three new works taken in hand, all being in the 
Saaekrit earios. 

1. Advivita Cint4*kauetabKa by Idahftdpvlnanda T«ti, a work 
belonging to the BOB*daal eohool of Vedinta philoeophy, It wae ootn« 
posed la the 18th oentory and it embodiee the lateet development of the 
aon*dnal theory. It ie being edited by Babu Oirindia&ath Dntta, B.A., 
Saperintendent, Eatwa Raj. The work ie acoompaaied with a oom- 
meutary,—an old and autheatio one which hae the rare merit of ideally 
elncidaiiag the text. 

2 , Varsa*kriy4kauinudi~by QovindSnanda KavikaqkanAelryya, 
nnder the editorship of a young papdit of Bbltpftri, named Kaiial 
Hrspa Smrtibh&saoa. The importance and usefulness of the w’orke 
on Bindn Law and Ritual, which preceded Raghuoaodana'a codification 
in the 16th century, in the eye of eobolan "-nd enthropologiste can 
eoareely be overrated. The Society was aaxione for a long time 
to collect MSS. of such works and they have enoceeded in this to 
a great extent. They have disoovered several old codes. Of these 
Govindananda’s code, complete in four parts, ie often quoted by Raghn* 
naadana and his school. It gives a complete I’cview of all the Rituals 
to be observed dnriag the course of a year. The Conseil of the Society 
therefore, propoeed to publish it It was also proposed to infuse new 
blood in the editorial staff of the Bibliotheca Indioa acriee, and s yonng 
Pan^ita from Bhfttpara hoe been chosen. 

S. For the same reason anotbsr young Pandit, Pandit Vinoda 
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Yiblri Kftvjttirtha, $> joug man aarviug under M&hftmiUopftdbjiya 
Haraprae&d ShSatri, aa a CraTelliug Pai^d^C and a collector of HSS., haa 
been ohoaen to edit tlia IfitT&c&rapaddbati by VidyAk&ra V&japeyi. an 
uicient Smr^ compiler of the highest aathority in Oriaea. Sanakrit 
works of coBctoy were ualmown to the echolars of Europe and it 
wat tho seal of thU young Papdlf^ which brought them to light, and the 
moat iisporia&t of them waa Nityio&ra. Therefore the diBOOTOisr «aa 
entmated with the work of editing it. 

Search for Hanuaorlpte. 

During the year nnder reriew waa publieliad the<iainqaonniali‘eport 
of the cpaiatiou cf the •aai’oh for Sanakiit and other UlBS. in Bengal. 
From 18£fl the work haa been done by Mabilm&hapftdhyiya Harapaa&d 
Shlatri, M.A., Principal, Sanakiil Oollege, Calontto, During the five 
ygarecorered by the Report Mahftm&hop&dhylya paid two ▼inti tohTepal 
aad two to Beouiua, and hia agente were aotive in Oiuaaa, tfithita, Seat 
Bengal, and Wait Behar. Some of the dlieo/enea of thiae yeaiu will 
leave their itamp on the hiatoiy of India. Dhanurveda waa known only 
by name. Four diatiact worke weiu diaooveiud during theae yoaie, 
^▼iag aome idea cf the military teotioi in ancient Indi^ Uany new 
world were diaeovored on Uedidno asd Vetoiinary Science. A portion 
of the Etfyapa Sacphitd waa brought to light. In Astrology the trani' 
Uticn of a Oreek work mto Sanakiit by a Giuek rooanf wac diMOvered. 
SeYeral hiatorioal vrorka of giuoi impoi*tanee wai^e made known to the * 
public. 

The Repm'l haa baen very favoumhiy received in Euiupe and • 
HahAm&hopSdbydya Baiupiueld Shdatii haa zucaivod many appsedative 
letters from eminent Oiiontaliste there. The Preeident haa ragufited 
the (government of India to tend oopiea of the Report to the Daibar 
of Kepal, where Mah Rtn fch opidhydya EarapreaAd ShSatri made tome of 
hia moat important diacoyeriii. The diicoTary of MBS. of Puri^aa 
aad Tantrae writton in ancient Gupta charactei* haa thrown back the 
date of the cotapoeition ci theae two elaaaee of woi*ke by aeveral ceoturiee, 
Tantrae were generally ooneidered to have been aa old as tho twelfth 
oentniy, hut Mah&mhhopftdh^^ya Earapraaid Sh&atri hw diicorered a 
Tentra work dated 908 A.D, and two more MSB. of tantrika worka 
which go back 1o the alzth century. A MS, of Skanda Pnrftna belongs 
to the seventh century, ao these two claesea cf works may now be 
pronounced to hare been aa old aa the second or third oentuy A.P., if 
they ddd not belong to earlier centuries. 

The Report havmg been read and some oopiea haring been dUtri* 
butod, the President inTited the meeting to eonalder it at their leianre.

1 do not piopose to detaia joa to*nigbt with a long address. As H 
happeae* I have been engroeeed'during the Jaet two weeks io other 
matters, wKioh hare left me scant leisure, bot I do oot shelter mjeelf 
behind that .exonee. It would be aa nowortbj retaro for the bonoui 
joupaidmein electing me jour President if 1 did. But it is not 
possible that acj man oan know or ptodUblj address jon on all tbe 
xarisd eabjeots with which lbs Sooiatj oonoeros itself* and I think I 
introdaosd a wortbj eanation in the oustoma of onr bodj in leaeing to 
the experts whom we make onr Sscretarisa tbe dutj of explaining, as thej 
alone can pioperlj do, the reesarebei of the jear in their several depart* 
mests. TLej have prepared reports of nanch intci’eet, which will be 
eeparetrij placed before jon, and I shall content mjsslf with drawing 
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yffat Attention fo tliA moAt promiaeni of tlio fftciA mention, 
go^erei’ nnleAi'QoU any one of ns moy like myeelf be in Kpedfio 
brenobes of our enquivicB, I am quite eeiiein Ib^t there ii not one of d« 
who i» DOt intoreeted in every research, which unfolds dsw fsaluree of 
EeeterD life, end in the conclnsJons whloh tl;ose I'esearckei edd fo onr 
g:enera1 k&owledge. 

Uefoi'e, however, going on to these more speolel qaestions. I rony 
eougretalete ^e Society cpon the peelUon U holds eC the end of this 
yeer. The roll of its members eUade higher ibnn it bee done for eixtern 
yeeri. Its fineaoiel position hes conespoadingly impi’orrd, nnd the 
beleuce at iU credit uow stands at ths respecteble flgui'o of Bs. I^SOyOCO. 
I do Bot think it hes shirked, to altniu tbia useful eoih any of iie 
understood and tmditioaal duties. For instance, it hie p»reerer(*d 
faithfully In its ssIMmposed but iuraluable duty of publishing, for the 
inforcoation and use of tlis loArnrd, nsoient zaanusoiipts of importance 
whiuh hare come under its oogniaance. The Society spent upwat'de of 
IU. lOiOOO Inet yearia the furiherance of iU Biblioliieea lodica. The 
published faicicuH were chiefly from Sanskrit raanuserlpts. Two of 
these are of luncb imporfanoe: one a treatise of the 18th ceotuiy on the 
Vedanla philceopbpy; the other a oodifloatlon eC the 16ih century of 
the exietiTig rules of Hindu law and ritual. ImpoHaat pTOfrses was 
made io tbs prio^og of Sir George King’s oestly, but very valuable, 
memeir im the Flora of the Melaj an Peninsula—a work in which the 
OoTemiBent of the Strait* Settlements has now taken n warm and pmo* 
tiual iuterest. Upoe the eontvibntione of the msmbers lo the Jouroal of 
the Society I shall pTceeutly Nay soiaelbfng. I am span king at present 
ottly of the Snauclal side of oar bnsinees. We have our buildings iu good 
repair; for the fiivt time we have insured theui. Bat though we stand 
Well, we might stand better, and there nre many direotloBS in which 
inj'ger moeey help from us is reoat neeessai y for the proeecutlou of 
rteearolies, both soientiSo atid liteiaiy. We have ttierefnve seriouely 
considered the questioa whether we might Dot with advaniege sell our 
present bouse aod Its site and trUDsfer uer>elves to a obsapsr sltoation. 
Toox decision will, of counts, depend upon the offers which may be 
made to you, 

A proposal of esrdinal inpoidsnce wse also bioight before you for 
altering the statue of tbe Society by iuoludjng in Its scops the devslop* 
meat of In4ian art, and especially by an euUrged attention to the 
applieetioa of Bcieuce in Eastem stodica. The decieiou of the Society 
j'las been lo leave its asme end eUtus uachesgod. If 1 may say eo, I 
tbrnk that deoislou was right. The Sooiety baa sjl anoient and 
bououred name. Its speclsl Mnd prnper objects have been odpaeoruted 
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thd lapie of jMra. Tba BoisDtl&c atudegts it was proposed to 
allaro to oar rolls bavo their indepepdeot tod tpecialued orgaois- 
ations, Aod 1 thiok the laajorit^ oC the Sooietj wei'o rig:ht in tba 
belief that the crigioators of the proposAl woald uot eaooeed in 
mer^Dg these Aeeoci^tiooe in the wider and more general bodj of tbs 
Asiotio 8ooiet7. Oar Society on ite old nod time*hoBoared boeie ie 
losing no ground. On the aon(rai7> it ie growing in strength end 
vigour, and it ie to 107 mind oertain that the intereit of ite ea^ainee 
muet eieadil7 reach oat to and faooinnte on inoreojing oirole of Indians 
And Baiopeoss aHke. A great IndiAn scKolnv, like our friend Pandit 
Earaproeld ShAsti l, whose oontributione tcoar jonrosli show each wide 
reeding and thooglit, ceonot fidl to attract hie conatrynen to onrrooroa; 
end there is havdl/ a 7ear, in which ws nrs not delighted b/ tiie eccre* 
tion of young Engliihneo, like Oaptoiu Kobfehen and Mr. Msclogen, 
w)ko find time in idl tbeir boAj live* to disoern and treok out thiogs of 
valaetoour kuowledge of this greet Indio. Mey the Society erer 
grow end proapor. 

Permit me now to speak to yon very bidefiy of,some of the resnilo 
of the reeeorchee of the year. 

In the Philological Section, Ibe most impcrteot ooatrihotion wee a 
paper by Ifr. A. E. Frenoke on the gran mar of the Lodakbi dioleot 
with three original doonmente iu that langnegs on tbe hietory of 
lisdakh, a poper whiob, I underetaad, hoi already attioeted much otten* 
lion among the eoholere of Borope. Mr, Theobald has loade a new end 
nhanitive exetninetioo of tbe copper ooins of Aniuent Indio, Mr. Hoey 
faoe eootinned bie iutereeting end ingenious em^uiriei into sites conneot- 
ed with the life of Buddiko, end progrees has bssu node by olbere in 
the identification of places of note in the ancient history of India.. 
Perhaps I may be permitted in this cooneotion to meke eonae refereuce 
to tbe ooDoervation of onoient nionomeots in Bengal. They ore not eo 
uumeroui os in eonie of the otbsr provinces of Indio, They are, I em 
afraid, less imposing or bsAotifnl, but some of them are of high merit. 
The stone temples of Bhubaneshwar are small compared to the great 
psgodas of Southern India, but they ore beautiful speotmeue of tbe 
stoae-oorver’s art In the seventh century. There ore many of them to 
eicelleat preservation, and tbe most preoioue of them have been or are 
being reetoiwd with a Dentaess and care whioh ie most oreditable to tbe 
engineers and their workmen, and will now otrtainly be safe for a long 
time to come. Id tbe Ualda dietiict tbere ore at Oanr and Pandno tbe 
recDalne of Muhammadan buildings of far greater magaitode and 
number. The damage to them ie oafortunately greater. TbeAdioa 
Mosque iu Pandaa most have beeu in ite time one of the largest tnd 
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noblex6 moaqnes in India; aad M Qaur tliere ara ap«cim«n« o{ wark in 
noIoaradtilM wLinh ia nniqae in Banii^t. Ttie repair and where poaeible 
the reetoration of some of these beaaiiful buildings ie a work of great 
difficult and delicaoj', bot it ])ss begun, and I trust that the tesalt both 
there and at BLribaneehwar wilj be iho preierraeion to the etudeatof 
Iiie^orj and of art of npe^inens, whfob Uo win prise, of the anoleni arohi* 
tectnre of Bengal. I hare joio retarded from a long promised Tiett to 
(he great fort of Ithotu. The bail dings ai‘e oomparatirelj modern, 
bat they are historic*!, and the; are almost the onlj examples we I)are 
in Bengal of the oociditioue of eastern mlUtaTy life a eonple of hundred 
jeare ago. Poritinatel/ these buildings are almost perfect, praotioall; 
ae sound as when Hamilton efsited and niappod them in 1624 , and Use; 
will oommandi jierlmpei inoreaiinglf ss the generations pass, the keen 
interest c( the traveller and the historian of this country. 

On the scientido side of the Society's work we had a parUonlarlg 
mioute and oonTlnoing isveitigaiiou hj Ma]or Jtogers on tlie oonneetion 
between malaria and water>iappl7, Kis enqairies were eondacted in 
the riparian municipalities to the North of Caloutla and are now under 
the praetiosl oonsidera^on of the local bodies which gorern tliem. Sir 
George King, hfajor Prain and hfr. Gamble liave been adding to their 
boUnical ditcoTeriee, aod Major Aloock has pursued thoio singulerly 
intereeting etodiee in marine life which in bis mcdeety he calls Zoolo* 
gioal Gleanings. Eie cbsereatioas on the protective and weiuing devices 
of enimals, of their sdeptattons of ocloar for ibeir protection from tlieir 
habitoal enemies, wonld attract the quick attention of any who have the 
etna!leit knowledge of soolcgtoal aeienoe. I wish some of those learned 
gentlemen wonid take compassion on those who are unlearned or busy, 
.or bath. They would earn the giateful thaoks of those who stand 
sorrowfolly outside their ranks, if tfiey woald prepare for ne small guide* 
books to the birddife end the planMifeof dsfloed areas, where birds 
and flowers are many end attrective. It Is iiapossible for any one bnt a 
skilled botonist to tiwok out a flower throagh the vast pages of Hooker's 
seven volumes. Ur. Gamble set an esoellent example by his mennal on 
the trees and shrubs of the Eastam Himalaya, bnt hie book is meant 
for the forseter or the plantar, 'Whet is wacted is a popnlavly written 
raanna), all Ibe better if it is illuitreted, in which (he enquirer oan easily 
and qatekly leern the namee of ibe birds and Sowers around him. 
Illustrations oan now be very cheaply made, and those who have seen 
the charming little volnmee.oP, I think, the Tract Society on theoominon 
wild flowers of England, will know bow a book of the kind attracts 
hnndrede to eta dies in natnral history, who otherwise pass by nnbeeded 
the beantiful objecle with which sstare eorrcuods their path. A email 
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moseam mil bt opened in Du^'eelio^ next Gammer, oofidoed to epeoi' 
meui of tbe birde botterdiea &cd piotores of tbe dowen of the 
Berjeelmg bilb, bot baadier methoda hve wanted, and I hope ibe mot 
will be Gopplied.

Babiogloo* Smith, and of the Uab ableab war flora bj 
Ur. Bridwood, botb of tbem valuable, bat ueitWar et^ual to the delight- 
fal etaudard of the Httle book I meotiooed about EogKali wild flowera. 
1 ceonot menliotx tl^eeo leDearoliee withoot coapling witb tbem tbe oame 
of oar late Seo>‘etAr 7 , Mr. doNloivilla. Hie death ia a loeewaail 
deeply deplore. It wae obaraoterietlo of hie life that hie death came 
fjom hie devotioB to bie eoieotlflo pnreuite. It waa ou a oatnraliet'a 
expeditioit to the lower valleje of the Himalayae that he oaagbt tho 
fever, wbiob oeoaed hie ootisiely and lamoated ead. 

Outlie anthropological eide we are indebted to that aaiiduoua 
oompoeer, Ma^ Weddell, for a memoir on the tribea of the Brabna* 
pntra 7alley, and to Mr. Holland for aaother oa the Coorge end 
Yeravaa.

and eaocoeefnl workor* He was bora la 1853, and camo of a noble 
RngiiBDOt familj long domioiled in England, arid was the laat bftron of 
ble line. Hie father wm a membor of the laedical profeeeioa. He was 
edooated at Sh Joha'a Oulloge at Haret Piov Point, notix Brighton, and 
gave earlj eridenoe of entomologioal taetaa ne a eohoolfolloir infonriB 
ue that Le spent all hie epam time in etaJying iusoote instead of pavti* 
oipating in tlio oi'dinai 7 eoLool ganoa. Aftor 1 earing eol^ol he iraa 
lot* aome ticno omplojod in a bank, hot oaao out to India, and bald non* 
gaaottod appointment from 187C, hie liut one boing that of Clerk of 
tho Oftloutta Small Oauio Oom*t, i» which employment bo woe woJl 
known for many yeora iu Oftloutta. Hu holiday a and dAily leisure be 
employed in the Study of Oriental buttorfliee, oti whioh be woe i^ecog* 
niftod aatho gronteet antUorlly. Hie papers on thie aubjeot were orer 
50 in nnnber, and were of the very greatoet importance, ae be wai a 
natuveJieb of the albroond type, not only studying ble apeolmsas iix ths 
cabinet but coUeoting bargely for Uimseif, and devoting maeh attention 
to breeding. By this method ho exporl men tally proved that in no leei 
than four oases ecoeonivl forms of the aamo buCtoi'dy had boon wrongly 
sepM’ated oa spoolos, and by applying tbii knowledge woa able greatly to 
to eJooidate the bietoiy of tboirforiua. Uo doeoiibod many new epooiea 
of bnltoilliee aud contribatod mnoh to onr knowledge of tbo distribn- 
tcon of those iuaeota, traveUltig in the oonme of hie entomological 
resenrohee far and wide in tho east, from Ladakh to Japan and Sumatra. 
HU raeoarchee were carried on for many years in a room allotted (o bim 
in the Indian Uosunm, where he kept hie very fine and oxtaoaive oolleo- 
tion, whioh bee lately been aotiuired by parohaae by that instUntion. 
It was liU cnsLooi to daily reeort to the muaenm for two or three honr'e 
etady before breakloiK, a'tid thui lie woe able to get through a great 
amount of work daiiog the many years In wluoh be pursued bit 
eiudiae. 

UU rseulU were published is several eoieotido Joorzuls, eepecially 
in those of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, acid of the Bombay Ilatnral 
History Souiety. Of both of these ho was a member, io tbe latter case 
an honorary oorrespoudiog one, and he eorvod them loyally and well. 
Here than once he offioiatod ae Katnral History Secretary to tbe Aelatio 
Scorsty, and once as tbe Secretary fer Anthropology, and from his long 
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cosneotioo nitb the Sooiotj^, dfrUcgfrom 1881« ho wu & liTinff repoel- 
torj of it« obBervB.DOM and traditions. To 6be Bombay Sooioty be wae 
of the graatoet aseietanoe, m be long nodettook tba task o! oorreoiing 
the proofs of tbeir Joomalf at wbiob he was most piunstskinj^ and 
assidaoQS. The qaalities of method and iadostry wsrsi indoed. moat 
obaraotsvutio of him, and make his pnbliahed work of the vary bighaat 
of value. 

In addition to his oonnootion with those Tndinu acientido sooietus* 
lio was a mombsr of the Liutieau and the Cutomoiogioal SooieMas» and 
in 16S8 WAS eloctod a OorrMpondvn(; Member of the Zoologloai Society, 
London, to whoso Proceedinge he also oontcibuted. 

Hii gi'oat work on the Butterflies of India, Ceylon and Burcoali, 
was nnfortauatsly never finished, bnt such portioas of it as were pub¬ 
lished have been of the very graateiboss. For three years from 1661 
to 1684 be was pnt on epeoial duty in tbe Indian bfaseam, whose exhU 
bition Qolleotion of Butterflies he arraaged> aod at tbe beginning of the 
paet year, to his great satisfaction, be was attached oSoiiJTy to that 
institution on tbe oisatiou of tlie post of Ooverxunent Entomologist. 
Ue attaokod tbe work of eooaomio entomology with hie wonted eneigy, 
cvnd in the pmaoit of hie studies in the Davjeeliog Terai oonlraoted the 
fatal attaok of fever and pneumonia wbioh caused bis nuiimely death. 

This Lm oonae as a temble blow to Me numeinus fiiendsi for his 
singularly kind and genial dilpotition had sndeared hire to all. 

Witli a wide oapaoity for enjoyment be oomhiaed eiagaUrly simple 
tastes, and both in this smd in bis equanimity of temper and oheerfuU 
rese of mind sbowsd bimself a true philosopher. Whils he stlso realised 
in the fellest degree Chaueer's noble deflnition of the true gentleman as 
one who is always oourteous and over on the alert to do a klAdaoss 
whenever be oan. He loaves but ono child, a daughtoi*, and tbe heart* 
felt Sympathy of all who knew and loved him in tbe east and at horao 
will be with this young lady end her relatives in this ssd boreavemont.

The Inscription, which is here pnbliehed for the first time, ia on a 
lose slab of atone lying on tho top of tbe Oaori-Shankar HUl, one of 
the highest peaks of 0mga group of hills in tbe eoathoro part of the 
Dietrioi of Gaya. Xt oontains in its historical portion a list of twelve 
Bajas down to Bhairaveadra. The same occnre also ia anothsr pnb* 
lisbed iosoription from Umga, bnt tbe present inscription belpe to make 
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some additions rvnd oorreotione to tbe other poblieViod list. The inscrip* 
tioa then records tlie C 0 D$«erstioQ by B]ieiraTondi« of some images of 
tJrai, Mabe^ft and Gs^o, which may ailU bo seen lying on the top of 
the biU oImo to tbs ineoribod slab. It oontaiue a date parporting to bo 
Uonday, the I2tli tltbl oi the dark fortnight of Jyoistba, intbo Yikramn 
year ISOO. This date is somawbat pnasling. For> ca caloulating all 
the possible Earopaan oqairalents, as I bare done with tbo help oC 
Piofeeeor Jacobi’s Tables, 1 find that it corresponds to Monday, tlio 7th 
May, 1442 A.D,, the year beiog ibe cMrswi Yikrema year beginning 
with Oaitra, and the arrangoment of the lunar forlniglite being aocord* 
ing to the eoheme beginning with fnlUaooit (ynlrnwndnta). Tbe 
•lietoiioe of eurrsnf Vikroma years in dntos, howotori being n mattor 
of Tsry great nneert^nty, the caloulaticvi oan not bo ooniidovod ealis* 
factory; bnt at piwsent I see no otlier way out of the difRcnlty. 

Tbe rkUilior rofora also to tbo tradition pointing to Bhairaeondra 
00 tbe builder of iho great biiok temple at Sonob, 4 milos from Tikavi, 
in Disti’ict Gaya, and 25 miles from Ucogo. I think tide tradition 
deserves eery groat credit, for tbe close reeomblecoe in stylo botwron 
this temple and the many temples at Unga, which, ns wo know, woro 
mostly erected by BbairaTendro, must strike oven a eoeoal obso'^r* 
Generally, the Konoh tecnplo is put down to 700 A.D. Bat in my 
opinion tho looal tradition ii far more to the point. 

Finally, the author relates the traditional history of the euooeieors 
of Bhairavendro. He died childless, and his widowed Qnoon adopted 
ee her encoseior one Bbftna Siogh, a Sisoadhia Rejpat from Udaipur, 
who happened to conao to tTmga on rv pilgrirengo to Gaya, Ro hooamo 
theanoestor of the present Baju of Deo. The sixth in doaoent from 
him, Atibal Singh, removed hie oapital from ITiDga to Deo, wUoi’O t)ie 
family still residos, tho pi'seeot Raja being a mino)*, bis father haTiDg 
died in IS9S.

In a few caeee, the author appai’eatl^ fcoowitkg 
nothing of the honte in question, or having lest hie refei'eoce, merely 
mentlone that the horse was “ famous.” In msry instopces we find 
genealogies of hoiwes, which in some oases go back five or six genera¬ 
tions. There havo been mnnf Arab wntara on liipiwtogj and on the 
veterinarj ai*t, but 1 believe the present ** &tad>Book" is among the 
older writeia nniqne of ito hied.

They 
hniU a nninber of templee at Gaya. One of thoee two new ineoriptione 
is now iaeide a email ehdne ia the ooapomid of the Tiebaapad Temple. 
It eaya that Tifvnrilpa adorned Gaya by templet of GadSdbara and 
other deitlee. It ie impoMible to eay to wbfah temple it refere; it ie 
oertoitily not the preeent temple of Gadldbara, whiob, ae all other 
ehrines at Gaya, ie of mnoh later date. Inside the modem Gadftdbara 
temple eziete a dnplioate of thie iaeoription, at least the 8nd and 8H

ie DOW oomred by a atatne of Yiehna, and the owner of (be temple does 
not albw to. remove it, in order to copy the whole Insoription. Ae, 
however, it opene with an invooation to the Son* God, we may coiiclude 
that it referred to the ereotion of a temple of that deity.

16 mestione the 
erection bj the eame 7i^rar9pa of a namher oi ehzieee, the canee of 
irliioli partly etill sarvire aronod this locality. Among them ieaehriae 
or image of the XhwI of the banyaji tree (yafeii*) at the eternal haayan 
tree (oh^yoeo^). Tiie ineenption is of importance for the local history 
of Gaya, ae it ptOTta the existence of screial of the sacred at 

Gaya at a period, trMch is far anterior to the date of the present ten pies 
at those places. • 

The third inseriptiou is close to the eternnl baoyaa tree, at the 
shrine of Prapit&mahe^vara. It is a small record, writteo in bad 
Sssekiit prose, bot it is interesting both on accoont of its date, os 
also for cue otbor reason. The date is recorded as the Vikrama year 
1299, the Bew>moon tithi of Jyais(ba, a Thursday, whan tJie SniatrA^ 
Uaojadina -nas reigning. 5ttrafrfl|ta is the well-known Sanskritoorriip- 
tinn of and ISavjadina stands’for Ifu'tsM-d-din, and can only 

refer to the Delhi Solt&n Mu*iszvddln Babr&m Sli&h. who wae taken 
prisoner oa the lOib May, 1279 A.D., and killed on the 19tli following. 
Calcaiaiing all the six possible Soropean eqniraleote of the Sanskrit 
date, X find ti>at both the 1st May. 1242 A.D., aud the 16th June, 
1273 A.D., correspond, both being a Thursday, conpled with the new- 
moon of Jyaistha. Bnt, es Maiasuddin is still l eferi'edto as the 
reigning king, only the first date Is admissible, and the insoiiption tlins 
was eograved only a few days before the death of Mu'isauddtn. 

The insonption mny be technically called a or in* 

vocation of witnesses It is inoombent upon every pilgrim to Gaya, 
either at the end of each elation or at the completion of the whole 
pilgdiunge, to call eevetAl deities as witnessso that, by going throngh 
the presoribed rites, he has freed himself of the debts which he owes 
to his oncestore. In a similar manner, in this inscription, £&madeva, 
who seems to have come from the ITorth-T^esl, eays; I have done 
Gaya. Witness thereof is Pmpitdmaha. The temple of PrapitS. 
aahe^ara, where the inscription is found, is at present the last stage 
to which the pilgrims go, snd, as Simadeva bas selected this partioalar 
spot for an invocation of this kind, wbioh is incumbent npon the 
pilgrirns at the completion of fheiv tonr, we may conelnde, that in one 
important point at least tiie present ritual existed already some 650 
years ego. ,

This paper doaeribes n number of Muhammadtn tombs, w]iicb are 
feaad at various places in dlsUnoes from 10 to SO nilos irom Earaoht, 
and whioh ezliiblt some peouliarltles. Borne of them cone)at of several 
obiong sarcopbagi, raised one upon tbe otlier, and the dead oorpeoa were 
deposited ineide Cbem, not buried below ground, ae wee usually tka 
fMkioii all crar India. This mode*of burying tbe dead is called the 
Bh/hnS (or Syrian) faaliioo, ae oppoeed to tbe Bdaif (orTurkisli)faebion, 
tbe usual one in India. It ie eridenlly an importation from the Went, 
M it is eald to eiist aleo in Seietan and along the blekian ooait. 
Another psoulimity is the existence near theee Muhamiaaden tomhe of 
rude carvioge of a man on horeebaok; he often is represented ns woar* 
ing a bow or swoid, and attended by otber men on foot, wearing 
matohlook. Some tombs, orldently of females, bare repreeentationB of 
female ornaments, instead of tbe figure of the bortemao. Tbe aotbor 
oorapares those oareinge with similar ones, wbiob are very oomiaon in 
tbe Himalayan dietriots, where they are oalJed muitnu. They were 
set up by Bajpnte after the death of their chief, whose ofllgy they are 
meant to show, andcheanbbor suggests that the existence of similar 
representaUuae at tbe Muhammadan tombs io Sind may be due to tbe 
fact, that the Bnrfat tribe, to whom tboio tombs belonged, were of 
Rajput origin. Prom iosoriptions on some of the tombs in the RCmi 
fashioo, we learn that they belong to the middle of the 18th century. 
The author is of opinion that tbe tombs of the Skhmi fashion may be 
older, ae this mode of burial apparently had become inpereeded later 
on by the common lodiaa fashion, but be ie not inollned to put thorn 
down to a muob earlier age, say not further than 1580 A.D.

AUbongb in Uiie ooantry I am nnable to compare the Ladakhi talea 
with the immenee literatore wbiob hae been written on Beyaardtbe 
Fox ia ▼aiiona oonniriea, I aball probably make no miatako in stating 
that they are oomparatiTely near to tbe German talea. In both conotriee 
we have a Iciog Uon, and tbe bear and the wolf are both dapod by the 
fox. Tbe fox is aaked to appear before tbe lion’i oonrt. He ia willing 
to go, bat on the way there he playi new trioki on hie aoonaera. Be* 
aidea that, tbe Ladakhi tale No. 8 ie almoet exactly the eame aa one of 
the German epiAdee of Reynard the Fox.

The liobt the kJog. bad invited tbe bear and the fox to eat a goat 
with bjm. fie told them to go to the brook and to waah the inteatinea 
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of tho gofi& Tberfi iUd fox oonld not koep from efitiog kftlf of the gofit’« 
fitomfiob. The other balf be gfiTo tbe befir, sfijiog: “In oeae the boa 
ehonld aak who ate the etoniioli, yon hed better look to the gronod, 
wbilft I shell smoge for both of ns I " When the Uon sake wbo ete the 
atotDMfai the beer ectuelly looks to the ground, whilst tbe fox poioU 
with bis pew townrds hi<a. The lion tekes the bebevioBr of tho beer for 
■bene end him for the trespeeaer, end killa him on the spot 


Another goet is killed, end the fox is seat to the weter to weah ibe 
atomeoh. He oeonot help eeting ell of it. When beok before the lioOf 
he leys ihet it wee not bis ienlt if the eloneob wes gODe. " A lion oema 
ont ii the water and took it, I had to hasten to get awey I The lion, 
the king, went to the weter with the fox and aew bti own image redeot- 
ed in the water. This he took for tlie weter-Hoa, jnmpod at him and 
wes drowned.

When the Uon wu deed, the fox got him oat of the weter, kook off 
bis skin and put it on himself.

The wolf goes io the 
water to try, and finds in the raoming that hie tail ie f rosen in the ioe, 
for it was a cold night.

The wolf and the hear {probably relatiTOS of the preTJons onoa) go 
to the lion, the king {probably a new ooo), and oomplsin on aooonnt of 
tho impadenoe of the fox. The king telts them to bring the fox before 
him. The fox is quite ready to go. On the way to tbeking'e oonrC 
they see a X^ma who is riding on a horse, with an ombrslla orer hi# 
head, a hag for food 00 hi# back, and shoes on hie feet. The fox says:

Tbe wolf reoeires tho sboss, and 
tbe fox teU# him that, with their help, he will be {U)letomD mnoh 
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quolctf thfto b« 6 T«P oould bofore. Tbd foi (m» the strings of Uis shoes 
M tight as possible, a&d wbeo they see a herd oi goatSi the voU is sent 
for a trial. When the goat'herda see him, the wolf tries to ru away, 
bat oannot, oa aoooaat of the shoes. He U killed by the goat<berds. 
hfeaairMis the bear who was delighted to have receiTed tbs ambreUa, 
had gene home to his oare high np in the rocks. Unforlunately bis 
ohildrCD, who bad never seen an ambrella, were frightened by their father, 
ran oat of the osts and fell down tbs preoipioe. The motbsr who tried 
to hold them by their tails, fell down behind them, and the father 
bear who wished to hold bis wife, tumbled down behind ber. Then 
nobody was left to bring the fox before the king.

The fox had stolen a calf and had tied it np near his boaae to grose 
there.

To tbie 
da;, in moat peris of fUngptir, Eoohei aad Aijraa^ie tna; beaeeo 
Uriagia (he same village, bat ia all other reepeots quite dietbot, and there 
is so intermarriage between them. There ix a general coDieoens of 
opinion, amonget the pereoni ooainlted h; (be anther of Ibie paper, as to 
the marked dliferenee in physical tjpe between (ho tro oommnnitise 
over (he greater part of the Rangpur district Further north, (hero has 
been a good deal of iatermiagliiig, but even there tbe two tjpos can be 
oloar!; diitiogniehed. Tbe anther goal on (0 point ont other differeaces. 
The Eocb worships Siva and Sakti whils tbe (rue Rftjvsmpi is a Vaiah* 
aava. Tbs former drjaka spirits and ests pork, but Chs latter nsaali; 
abstaiae from both. Tho format shows traces of matriarchal poljtndr; 
bnt the latter doss not. 

The paper is an intereatiag one, and, if (ha Ihsor; advanced in 
it is aoeepted, we have at once an explanation of the great differsnoss 
of opinion which have from time (0 lime been exproased b; diSererc 
observers as to tbe physical affinities of thsie people. 8 ome, whose 
opinion is entitled to the bighsat respect, have deolared them to be 
Mongoloid, while others, eqaall; eoaipetest, have held that the; are of 
Dravidian origin.

The Liechavfs, mentioned in tbe Mana*saipbitA aa Vrttj«*Efatrijsi 
but deeoribed b; Sanaog Setiev and Osoma ae a branch of the Sojthian 
race, came into India about tho 6th ceotniy B.G. Samnel Beal Chiniee 
that the scene fonod at Sinebi probsbl; refers to tbe stnpa raised 
b; the Licchavii over their shore of tbe rellos of Boddba. Theap* 
peaTasce, etc., of the moo shows that the; wore a braooh of tbe race 
called Tae>cbi (by Chinese writers) and allied to the people of Eochs. 
They, as a confederate of eight repnblican elans, settled in Tai^ili, 
corresponding to modern Basirb in tbs Uasafiorpur District. Ahont 
540 B.O., they were conquered by Ajt6a*^tm, Emperor of Magadba. 
Bnt afterwards they became very powerful in India, and about 471 B.O. 
Ci9a*nlga. who was a member of their race, became installed in tbe 
kingdom of Hagadba. Acceding to the MahSvaqisa, tbe Cioaniga 
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dynaatj raled £U«r9 for about ooe fanodrod yean, bat aooordiag io the 
Vit^a'pnrifia for 362 7 «ai«. Aboai 520 B.O. the celebrated ladies 
Ehaperor, OandrvGuptfti married a Licobavi girli oamed Zomlradevl. 
Thattbe Liooba?ia were iheo at loaat of eqoal rack and power with 
the early Oaptae ie shown by the pride ta tbia alliance, manifeeted by 
the latter. The Liechavis, who were Baddbiste> afterwards accepted 
Brahmabism and became abeorbed in the mUitarycaete abont the 7kb 
oeotary A.D. when Eindoieo revived in India. 

The king* of Kepal, Tibet, Ladak, and hfosgolia too, traoe their 
deeoeot from the Lioobavis. The Licobavi ooDqoeat of Kepalia aacigoed 
to Newarit, wboee age ie noksown. More than thirty kinga of this 
race had reigned In Nepal before Jayadeva I. raled there about 830>St5 
AD. Hie suooeeeon were all Lioohavle* Thne Aqtfa'baraa, wbo was a 
coeUaporary of Hwentbeang and rdlgned in Nepal in 685^50 A.D., 
belong^ to the Uoobavi noe^ Na*khri*Uan-po, tia first king of Tibet^ 
was a member of this race. The d2nd in deeoent from bis wae Srang- 
tsan*gaa*po who, about 627 AD., married tha daaghter of Ampa^ransa 
the Iricehavi king Of Nepal. The mlereof iLadak and Mongolia do 
likewise okdta descent from the IdoohaTie.

The Hos, or Larka Sole, who inhabit the 
Kqlbio io the west of that dJetrict, are doscly eonaseted with the 
Soniftls of the Sonibal Pargaoaa and the MundSe of Ranobi. 

These primitire tribes are rapidly coming nnder tbo iaSnenoe of 
flindulim, and their traditions are fast fading from their memory.

There we Sad 
that all people whether nati fee of India or foreigoen who were not within 
the pale of B rAbmapIo cifiliiation were alio iaolndod amou g Vrfttyee. 1 1 
ii in thie latter ieae# that the word bae been very exkeaeifely in oor 

aacred Uteratnie. The Vedio religion did not apread over India in a 
■iogle day. It required knndiwde of yeare to penetrate into the dietnut 
oorneri of tbie mat oontiueat. In the auoieat literature we find lumute 
deaoi'iptiona of the aaorifioee on the Seraaratl and only. The 

region lying between tbeae two riven waa oalled Braha&varta oone* 
eponding to raoet parte of Die Ponjab. The Punjab waa in fact the place 
wberaia Brihmapic oivlliaatloo took root at a eouiderable antiquity. 
Uoat other plaoeaiu ludiaand outalde were then iuhabited by pbople 
who didcotobeerve the Vedio ritee. Tbeae people were oelled’YrAtyaa. 
In the Vedae it baa beau eaid that in the begianiug all were Vrfttyaa 
Id the Tiqdya‘pafioaTijD 9 a BrShmapa of the Sama-Veda the Eaa^takli 
bare been apecually denoted ea 7 i&^m aod TajiUtvakirga (unfit to 
aaorifloe). ITo trace of the Eanpltaki people la now to be found In 
ludie. In the Safivimpa BiAbnaga and prauta-efitra of Lstyiyaoa the 
Trfityaa are deecribed ae living in large number in the weet of India. 
According to Dr. Weber tbeae weatern Vi^tyaa, who alone kcew how to 
perform the Byena aacriflee, referred to the anoient Pereiaoa. In the 5th 
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book o2 tho AtbarTfr<76dft we Sod th^i tbe Ab^m EkQd MagBdhas in tbe 
eMt and Gaodbanv, filnjTftQiM, ^QdrM» MftbirnMi Viblikee in the 
north'west wero known to the Hindoe, l7ow An^ oofresposda to 
modei’4 Bhegdpnr, Maffedbe toBeher^ GftQdbbrn to Piebwikr, Vftblika 
to Belkb, eto. 

The b(*nu*aeixibitA> too, affords na with a prettj long list of tbe 
Vritya peopi e. Prom among tbe Vpgtja firfthmep u iitoludsd in th s list 
of Menu 1 nay meution only the XTantja and Yitadbftna. Tbe Arantyee 
weie the BrSbrna^ae of AraBti or nodarn XJjjein. The T&tadhftnaia 
probably the same as Vethadina or Vstbadipa mentioned lo tbe oeUbrai* 
ed oanonical Pali work Mahgparinibbgna eatta (Obap. 6) and other 
Buddhist works. Xpoordlog to ibe deioriptioti of tbe Pali worka it may 
be aaaei ted that Vetbadipa was aitoated in the district of Shahabad. 
Aranti or 0j^ein, whicU waa a part of Malwa, was a head>^nartere of 
Buddhism np to aboot 71 B.O., and tbe BiAhotapae of Yeibadipa 
actually took a prominent part in pjoserving the reUos of Buddha so 
early aa in tbe year 548 B.O. Xtis therefore not e) together unreafonnble 
to conjeotore that tbs fir&liraapas oalltd Araotya and TitadblDa were 
regarded aa Vrgtyas on aocoiint of tbmr beiDg dsTokess to Buddha and 
bis religion. 

Trgtya Ziatviyas msutioced by Mann were tbe Jhalla. Ifalla, 
Fioehiri. Neta, Earaqa. Sheea, Bravida, Pan^raka. Andre, Eimboja, 
Tavana. Qaks, Pftiada, Pahlara, Clna, Eirgka and Darada 

Of these tbe tribes oallsd Jballa. Kafa, Eampa and Khasastill eslstin 
varlode distrioie of Kortheiir India oocupyiag social positions inferior to 
thees of the Kftjaputs. The Uallas were a Boddhist people that lived 
in Pivl end Eosingra in the district of Oemokpore. Tbe Klooblris 
(Lioobarielwere also Buddbisti. They lived inyaip&Uoorresponding to 
modern Bas&ih in the district of Motaffurporv, and were very powe«<al 
in theStb oentory B.C. TheBravidas were thoBravidiane of Sonthern 
India. PaoQdrakae were the people of Pnedi^Tardbaca oon eiponding 
to modem Pinftjpnr and Kftidab in Korthsrn Bengal. Andres wars the 
people of Orissa. Tbe E&mbojas were the people that inhabited the 
Hindo Eneh moantain whiob eeparates tbe Oil jit v^ley from Balkh. 
The Tavanse were the Bacbi'ian Greeks, and the S'akas were tbe eame 
M the people* of Sakai in Central Asia. P&rada and Puhlava were 
also two foreign tribes. Clnae were the people of Chioateid tbe Daradas 
of Bafdistao in the nortb*weetom frontier of Eacbmir. Tbe SivAMe 
were a‘flat'fachd people that were very numeroas in Sikkun, Bast Nepal 
and Tibet. The tribe oalled Eirnea mentioned in the Vifnnpnrftpa has 
been detoiibed as VrStya^vslpya iu tbe ldaiin*sainh‘itg,

In. tha first paragraph of thU paper the diatuicUoB betnasD a pora 
casta and a Yrfit/a oaata bas ali'sadj bee a iDdioated. It bow remaiue 
to give a sbort account cf tba aacrifioo bf 'irUiob a TrfttjacouJd be 
admitted iato a pure osate. In the Bribmava of 

the S&iBa*Teda tbia sacrifice called Yifttyskstoisa bas been dsaeiibed at 
le&gtb. It is of earions kinds,’of wbtoh two zoaj be meutieued bare. 
The first called Slna-orSSya wus a sacrifice that waa performed for tbe 
cooTereioo of the ujifraMchised people, and tbe eaocnd called Oora-gtr was 
that for tbe re^admiseioa of tbe degraded ones. In tbeLfity&jaoa ^laotra* 
Butra of the SSuia'Teda, Obap. 8, Sect, 6, it is stated that a Yritja^toaa 
could be performed' by a learaed aad pore Br&bxoaoa at tbe requisition 
of at’ least thir^-three Vrfiijas, When euub a sacrifice was performed 
tbe YrStjae, having eecored the rights and pritilegea of tba twioe^bora 
eastes, might afterwards lean tbe Yedas, perform eacrificee*'receive 
presents and dine with BrShma^s^ withoat being repaired toeabmit 
to penance. This ie a very brief account of the TiStya tlieorj, 

lu later Sanskrit worke tbe woi'd Vj^tya is very seldom found. 
Tbe term that repeatedly occurs here is Sahara. According to tradi¬ 
tion Saipkara signifies those oastes that are said to have been produced 
by a* mixture of different caetes. As tbe mixture can take place in in,- 
nnmerable ways the number of mixed' castes is unlimited. Tbos the 
four original castes by latermaMsge can g^ve rise to twelve mixed 
castes. 'These, twelve by aiixtai'e among tbemselvee and with the four 
original castea may prodnoe hundreds*of other castes. Id this wey the 
nixed oaetee may be multiplied infimte*fo1d. This is a very brief state¬ 
ment of the traditional theory. My cwn theory about the Saqikara is 
quite different. In my opinion tbe YrStya people having entered tbe 
hisiarcliy of Brabma^ss were called Sstiplcara. Those who did not 
follow the Yedic ritaalB in tbe beginning were designated as Yratyas 
aiid tbeee afterwards having observed those ritee and being admitted 
into ^le BraUma^ic society 'were celled Supkai’a. TLos the Niefida 
described in the LStySyaoa prautssQtia of tbe SSma*veda as an abori* 
ginal hibe has beeu mentioned in the Kana* 0 aiBhit& as a mixed caste 
boin of a BiAhuapa father and ^udm mother. Tbe Abbfms who, ac- 
coiding to the Yi|OQ<pQr&pa (Book lY^ Chap. 24) oonqnered Magadha 
and reigned there for sevej’al hundred years, have been mentloBed in 
the ManU'Samhitg hs a mixed caste born of a BrSbmapa father and 
Ambsefba mother. .The Carapn, Paandraka, Malla eto., have been re- 
gai'ded by Maop as Yr&tya EliairiyuB. But iu later Sanskrit works they 
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baT9 been dMoiib^ m mixed oestee. Tk &0 in tbe Brftbma>'mTai*ti. 
Purt^ the Eara^a is rassiiosed sa baviog been Wn of a Yaipjm fathei’ 
and ^udra motber. tbe Pan^d^'aka from a Ttd^a father tad 9°hdi 
mother* and th e Mai j a from a Le^ father and Tlbara mother. The Strita 
mentioned In the Mnna-sambitS at VrStya EtaCrija has been described 
in the Ball&Ia Obarita as a mixed caste bora from a Vaifya father aad 
BrSbioaaa mother. Tbe Sarikas retoraed in tbe (jovoromont Geasaa 
as a Jain or Baddbist sect hate been mentioned in the BrabmaTairarta 
Purina as a fiinda oaste born of a JoTl father and Weaver mother. In 
realitj Saraks were immigrants from Serike and Saiogio the same 
people ss Sorgae that lived at the naouth of the Indoe. The Eols wbo 
are evidentlj an aborlgifia! wild people of India hare been designated 
io the same P(irSt.a ae a mixed caste boin of a Lete fatlser ai(d Tlbara 
mother. The Kaivartes who were perhaps the original inhabitante of 
Bengal have been described is tbs Masu.saihhit| as a mixed caste bom * 
fi'om a Ifiplda father and Aogan motber^ botin tbe PnrlpAs as that 
bom fioma Eeatriya father and Taipja mother. The Andhra* Cijola and 
P&pdya tribes ef the Bravidias people became in conne of time reckoned 
ae pure Etatriyas. The Tlmila tribe of Bravida made several inroads 
into Ceylon and in .the 5th centnry A.D. five Tlmil Eings aoccessively 
reigiMd in tbe island. Tbe Tftmils towards the north too aud the 
TSmbali caste of Bengal was perhaps formed by them. 

From what we have foond here it ia evident that tbe traditional 
Bamkara process of birth eriats in mere theories* but does not correspond 
to aotnal fsciss* No caste ever came into ezistonoe in the way presup* 
posed by the tradiilonal theory. 7t is, however^ an deniable tbat tbore are 
some rare instances of tbe father and mother being of different o>wtes, 
bnt in those eases tbe children get the rank of either of the parents. In 
Barjeeling I met with saveral meo of the Ohatri caste whose father wns 
Bi’lbmaQS, but mother Obatri, but I never met with a eingU iostance 
in which a BrSbmapa father and Cbatri mother gave birth to a child 
that prods oed a third caste. Though tbe Saznkaia process of birth is 
an absolute myth it mnst he admitted that the theory of Bamkaraosstee 
expounded In the ^rlbms^o 9^^^ ^ Indeed very grand. The 
Brlbmanio legislators by traciog the orlgiaal four castes frorh tbe 
different limbs of Brahma tbe Supreme Being and then deriving all 
other cMtes from a mixtnre of the four tboronghly established tbe uuity 
and Common footing of all tbe membera of the Hindu society. All castes 
from BrShnunse to CapdilM are shown to be directly or ladueotly 
conneoted with tbe Supreme Being and the gradations of hononr existing 
Among tbe members of different castee are also dnly maintained. Bat 
it should be observed here that the Tritya theory was very much simpler* 
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for it MSQiDdd onl; four olMses of pooplo. Tho VrStT* pooplo b»v!ng> 
perfomod the Vr&ljb'fitoma could frce ^7 mix intb mombers of tbe foor 
poro &nd original castes on terms of eqaality,

Babu Eacg^ftl Bemorji edited one set of three Ohartors of Mabi. 
bbave Gupt« in ti>e lud. Ant., YoL Y, in ld7d. He edited enotber set 
by Mah&eiTa Qnpte in Jonr. Besg. As. 8oo. in 1877. Bsbo PratSp 
Cbendra Ghosb edited anotber set in tbe same ye^ in tbe aaras Journal. 
Pr. E. Mitra edited a foortb set of the Charters in 1882 in the same 
Journal again. 

Jo tbe third rolome of tbe Bp*. Ind. Mr. Fleet re>editsd these four 
obapters and edited two more which came into Ms poaseasion. 

I bare got four new charters of ibese kings here. Phey belong to 
the aame Mab&bba7a Oopta and Mabaara Onpta like their predeoessora. 
Tbe plates bare been deciphered by Babu Ganga Mohan Laakar, H.A., 
Ooysmment Beeeareh Scholar, under my directiona. Bat they afford 
ueiy litUe new information. It is a wonder that with 10 inscriptions in 
oor possession we do not yet preoiaely ^ow who the kings were and 
where aud when they reigned. 

Aa pointed out by Mr. Fleet tbe Epigraphy belongs to a period 
aubsequeiit to 1000 A.D., but I do not think yery loug after 1000 A.D, 

Tbe kiugs are eaid to have reigned over the ooontries of JTo wfo, wbiob 

means Gondvana and Ealinga or Trikalinga, a rery vagne word mean¬ 
ing sometimes tbe whole coast from Madras to Bengal sometuaes tbe 
ITorthem Sark^ and Countries including the Eastern ProTincee of tbe 
Hiam. 

Mr. Fleet says that tbeir capital, sometimes called YinStapura 
and sometimes Tay&ti&sgara, on the Mahanadi istbemodetn Elataka. 
Baba M. M. Obaknyarttl doabte ii this could be correct. That these 
two games apply to the same olty there is no doubt, for a certain number 
of slckas have been applied to tbe deseriptione of both and in both these 
dsecriptioDS tbe city is said to be on tbe MabSusdi. 

Tbe lately disoorered Sena records speak both of Tayftti&agaraaud 
of Yiidtepnra. The FaTaradhtn written by a courtier of Lakshms'sena 
speaks of TayStlnagera and BallUa Csrita speaks of Tinitapnra where 
tbe persecuted fiaoiae found a refuge. 

The Tillsges (ipranted with strange Brauidiau names axe extremely 
diffonli to identify.

Bat nfaen the soutli'eaet aoDBoon,‘frhioh oommencea aboot the 19ib 
Jnad or about the beginoingoi (be Bengsdi month of As&dbia, began 
to blofsit sroald carry the dond towards hfalwfi, and not to Amsira* 
kantaba (ancient AmrakHta). So for a long time I doubted (be oorreeV 
saae cf WiUon’e ideatifioabion. 

Uy readings, bowerer, broagbt to my notice another Rdmagarba or 
BSmagirl a few milea to ibe oaet of the Amra^cuta. Thia Banagai'ha 
fs also aacred to Rgma and there are poola, rilla and brooka eanctifled by 
the holy bstba of Slta. It is described in the 33th rolame of Cunning* 
hems Arch. Report aa a single hill on a small plain with apnre-and a peak. 
iThe' small plain is Borroanded os the north and towards nbrtb*east 
and north-west by high range cf hills which a Tain*oIoQd Is not 
expected to cross over. So when the eouth-eaet monsoon strikes upon 
a piece of olond resting on (he spars of Rimagiri it will drive the oload 
northwest.
